WHY A CONTEST IN EDMONTON? 
i 
H Mr. D. M. Duggan, leader of the Con- 
4 servative contingent in the provincial 
legislature, makes the very fair proposi- 
tion that if the Liberals do not run a 
candidate in the bye-election in Edmon- 
ton, the Conservatives will offer no op- 
position should one of the Liberal mem- 
bers of the legislature resign and thus 
open a seat for the Liberal leader, Mr. 
J. W. McDonald, K.C. 

That is an offer to which the Lib- 
eral organization will do well to give 
consideration in the same cordial man- 
ner in which it is made. The voters of 
Alberta have had rather a surfeit of 
elections this year, and are fairly likely 
to show that feeling in their attitude to- 
ward any party which forces an un- 
necessary contest at this time. 

The vacant Edmonton seat was won 
by a Conservative, the late Colonel C. Y. 
| Weaver, K.C., would have been held by 
| him through the whole term of the legis- 
lature in the normal course of events, 


and the support given to him would un- 
doubtedly be transferred to such a 
popular candidate as Colonel F. C. 
Jamieson, K.C., running for the same 
seat, whoever the Liberal opponent 
| might be, and particularly if the Liberal 
| candidate were an outside man. 
| The fate of the Government will not 
| be affected by the outcome of the Ed- 
monton bye-election, however it goes. 
But it is quite possible that if the Oppo- 
sition groups join battle for the seat, a 
Government supporter may capture it, 
in which case both Liberals and Con- 
servatives would stand precisely where 
they stand at present. 

Mr. Duggan’s offer, which is to be 
assumed to have been made with the ap-

CHEAP MONEY AND IDLE MEN 


Bankers offered a price of only 89.30 
for a $6,000,000 issue of Alberta bonds 
to run for thirty years, the interest rate 
being 4 per cent. But for five year 
bonds bearing the same rate of interest 
a bid of 97.529 was made. 

The significance is that money is 
cheap at present, but that capitalists ex- 
pect it to be much dearer in future. They 
are not willing to tie up funds for long 
terms at the prevailing rates of inter- 
est, or at rates which are acceptable for 
comparatively short terms. 

That points the moral that this is a 
favorable time for governments and 
municipalities to carry on public works 
and improvement programs; and it con- 
veys a hint that unless they make use of 
the opportunity they will have to pay 
much higher rates on borrowings a few 
years hence. 

There is little demand just now for 

capital for private investment; little at 
any rate that the owners of money are 
willing to supply. Corporation stocks 
and bonds are not favored by the in- 
|| vestor at present, owing to the indus- 
|| trial depression and the sluggish state 
|| of trade. 
“Safety first” is now the standing 
|| maxim of investors. They prefer goy- 
ernment and municipal issues, paying 
|| relatively low rates of interest but of- 
fering maximum security. But capitel- 
ists foresee a time when investments in 
private enterprises will be both safe and 
|| very much more profitable. 

_ It would be good business for pro- 
vincial governments and municipal 
| councils at this juncture to take a long 
view of their future requirements, and 
to enlarge their construction programs 
to include undertakings which under 
normal conditions would be spread over 
Several future years 

By doing this, public works can’ be 
provided at minimum cost to the tax- 
payers, and a large volume of employ- 
ment can be offered at a time when it is 
needed, Then, when business conditions 
improve, interest rates go up, and em- 
ployment becomes again plentiful, the 
governments and municipalities can cut 
down their building programs and \ea.e 
the field to private enterprise.

FILL UP THE BIN 


Householders in Edmonton and 
other centres in the province can do 
something to readjust employment con- 
ditions in one very important Alberta 
industry, and that with no extra ex- 
pense at all to themselves, by filling up 
their coal bins before severe weather 
arrives and the inevitable rush of or- 
ders occurs. 

Alberta mines have been running at 
fifty per cent or less of normal out- 
put, and the miners subsisting on part 
time wages. Last week's blizzard 
brought a flurry of orders, but this will 
slacken with the return of mild wea- 
ther. If their Alberta customers would 
take the opportunity to lay in their win- 
ter supplies now, or a good part of these, 
the miners would be kept working stead- 
ily, and with the Alberta demand met 
beforehand, the mines would be in bet- 
ter position to meet the sudden heavy 
demand that is bound to come from 
distant points when winter grips the 
prairie country. 

Incidentally, the householder who 
fills his bin now may save himself worry 
later on, when the mines are swamped 
with orders from Saskatchewan, Mani- 
toba, and perhaps Ontario. Something 
approaching a coal famine has occurred 
in Alberta, on more than one occasion, 
and may conceivably occur again un- 
less the public éxercise foresight and 
get in a supply of this vital necessity 
while the getting is good.

Greek Vases and Jars 
Shown at Museum 


| of Arts This Week 


Among the most interesting of art 
objects being shown at the Museum | 
of Arts this week is the Classic Greek | 
Lekythos. 

This is a type of Greek vase used in 
| Attica for the making of offerings of | 
wine and of] to the spirits of the de- 
parted. This type is characterized by 
black glaze top and bottom and by a 
| white or whitish grey slip for the body 
|of"the vase. The making of Lekythi 
ceased quite definitely in Attica about 

350 B.C. This vace, therefore, is not 
later than that date and may conjec- 
vurally be placed about 400 BC. The 
drawing which is executed in a reddish 
brown pigment represents a young 
warrior standing before his own tomb. 
Against the steel (gravestone) leans 
his shield; he carries the two long/ 
pears of an infantry man. The post

Involving a possible expenditure of 
one million dollars, spread over a 25- 
year period, a systematic scheme of 
main traffic arteries was explained in 
detail by J. F. D. Tanqueray, Edmon- 
town planner, Friday morning, fol- 
lowing the presentation of the plan 
to the civic admin'stration for con- 
sideration, A number of street widen- 


ing projects and the opening of new 
connecting streets, are p' in the 
plan which will be considered in 
detail by the city counc:). 

Mr.: Tanqueray explained that one 
of the principal features of the major 
street plan was the widening and re- 
alignment of the five peg high- 
ways passing through the city, namely 
Peace ware “aintaeriats seh 4 
Ca and Wanvwright roads. s

The most strix'ng proposals of the 
plan are the connection of the St. Al- 
bert trail with Portage avenue by @ 
new diagonal street from the C.N.R. 
tracks to the present terminus of 
Portage avenue at the airport; the 
widening of the Fort Saskatchewan 
road from 66 to 80 feet and the pro- 
vision of a direct route from the centre 
of the city to the Cooking Lake trail. 

Asking what would be the cost of 
putting the new plan into effect, Mr. 
‘Tanqueray said a careful estimate had 
not yet been made. He explained that 
every possible advantage had been 
taken in using city-owned property for 
widening existing s‘reets and the 
construction of new steets. The plan 
of inestimable value to the city, could 
be followed with a very reasonable 
outlay. 

Mr. Tanqueray mentioned that in 
Vancouver one unit alone of the major 
street plan would cost three or four 
million dollars while Los Angeles more 
than $200,000,000 was being spent on 
street improvements. 

“Edmonton's expenditure would not 
compare in the slighest degree with 
the costs which must be met by num- 
erous other cities in street improve- 
ments,” the town planner declared. He 
thought that a tentative est'mate for 
Edmonton spread over a period of 25 
years or more, would be anyhing from 
$500,000 to $1,000,000.

NOW MOOTED 


Farmers Haven't the 
Money to Pay, Declares 
Hoadley 


Request that consideration be given 
to the free drying of wheat at the! 
hospital or drying plants of terminal | 
elevators, was wired on Friday by| 
Hon, George Hoadley, minister of | 
agriculture and health to Hon. Robert | 
Weir, Dominion minister of agricul- | 
ture. 

Should the Minister's request be 
granted threshing of grain could pro- 
ceed immediately despite dampness 
with a consequent saving to farmers | 
of a vast amount of money, impossible | 
to be estimated at present. | 

Farmers Hard Up | 

With continued fine weather about | 
a@ weck would be required to com- 
pletely dry the grain in the natural 
course of events. Thus there is a/ 
week's penalization on the farmer who 
waits for nature to take its drying | 
| course, 
| If on the other hand, the farmer 
| pays for drying his grain, the cost will | 

average five cents to the bushel. It is | 
not, as the Minister pointed out in 
his wire, the question of advisability | 
of paying the five cents a bushel! that | 
| is causing the worry, but the fact that 
the farmers have not got it to pay. 
Thus if the government would 
underteke to dry the grain free at ter- 
minal elevators, situated in this city 
and other western points, as well as 
at water shipping points, the damp 
gtain could be threshed and the farm- 
er would be secure in his knowledge | 
that it would be dried and graded 
probably No. 2 with a high price, in- 
stead of a lower grade and accom- | 
panying price. 
It was realized, said the Minister, | 
that the producer would have to take | 
the loss in weight as between the!
